This  is  the  first 
time  that  a  big  name  band  has 
been  on  campus  for  a  spring 
dance.  The  social  oommittee 
hopes  to  make  this  an  annual 
event.  The  Junior  class  wlU  pay 
the  admission  for  members  of  the 
senior  class  for  this  dance,  and  it 
will  take  the  place  of  the  Junior- 
Senior  Prom. 

Born  in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  on 
Feb.  8,  1919,  Buddy  received  his  first 
trombone  at  the  age  of  twelve  as 
a  birthday  present  from  his  par¬ 
ents.  At  the  age  of  13,  Buddy  de¬ 
buted  professionally,  playing  at 
Junior  and  senior  high  school 
dances  in  his  home  town  of  New 
Haven.  At  15  he  was  featured  with 
the  Yale  Collegians  at  the  fabu¬ 
lous  salary  of  $35  a  week. 

Deciding  to  continue  his  musical 
studies  he  accepted  a  scholarship' 
to  JuiUlard  School  of  Music  in 
New  York  City.  During  his  stud¬ 
ies  he  was  heard  by  Paul  White- 
man  who  offered  liim  a  job  with 
the  band.  During  his  eight  months' 
stay  with  “Pops,"  Buddy  was  fea¬ 
tured  on  the  Chesterfield  Show,  as 
well  as  one-nlghters,  theatres  and 
recording  dates  while  with  the 
band. 

After  leaving  Whiteman,  Buddy 
played  with  other  name  bands 
such  as  the  late  Eddie  Duchln, 
Bunny  Berrigan,  Artie  Shaw,  Vin¬ 
cent  Lopez,  and  Jimmy  Dorsey, 

Records  that  have  named  Mor¬ 
row  as  ai»  outstanding  music  per¬ 
sonality  are  “I  Can’t  Get  Start¬

As  we  attend  the  church  service  this  Easter,  let's  give  some 
special  thought  and  study  to  the  true  significance  of  Easter  and 
how  it  can  be  applied  to  make  our  daily  lives  more  fully  com¬ 
plete.
